BOBS DRIVES THE ENEMY. 
REPORTS A SUCCESSFUL DAY. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

LONDON, May 11, 10:50 a.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.) Lord Roberts telegraphs 
to the War Office from Reit Spriut, un- 
der date of May 10, evening, as fol- 
lows: 


“We have had a successful day, and 
have driven the enemy from point to 
point. French, with Porter's and Dick- 
son's brigades of cavalry, and Hutton’'s 
mounted infantry, crossed the Zand at 
Vermenten’s Kraal, and then worked 
round in a northeasterly direction to 
Maatscahppy, being opposed continu- 
ously by the enemy. Pole-Carew’s di- 
vision and Gordon's cavalry brigade 
augmented by Battery J of the Royal 
Horse Artiller and by Henry's and 
Ross’s mounted infantry, crossed the 
river by a drift near the rallway 
bridge. My quarters accompanied this 
force. With the infantry portion we 
are eight miles north of the river. The 
drifts are extremely difficult and much 
cavalry has yet to come up. We shali, 
however, march at daybreak push 
on as far as possible in Kroonstadt di- 
rection. 

“The cavairy and mounted infantry 
are at Ventersburg road station, and 
Tucker's division is at Deelfonteinnord. 
Iam Hamilton's forces and Broadwood's 
cavalry brigade were making for the 
cross roads near Ventersburge when I 
last heard from them. Hamilton's col- 
umn met with stubborn resistance, and 
Smith-Dorrien’s brigade was engaged 
for some hours in protecting the rear 
and flank of his force.

“It can be said with emphasis that 
the Vice-Presidential nomination will 
remain open unt!! the assembling of the 
convention, and then will be determined 
as the best interests of the party and 
all concerned shal! require.

There 
may be some ballots before the selec- 
tion can be made, but you can reser as- 
sured the man put upon the ticket will 
be the man the majority of the conven- 
tion wish to have there. This will be 
all. 

“I have yet to hear from any source 
within the lines of the enetinenn 
party even a ripple of hesitation re- 
gerding the renomination of President 
McKinley. 

“The past four years have ven 
rise to new issues.

declarations on these. Four years ago. 
we were practically a hermit ina- 
tion, isolated from all the world forces 
which promote industry, tratle and 
commerce.

Rather masculine in appearance, she 
developed a propensity for appearing 
in male parts, Hamlet, Romeo, Claude 
Melnotte and Cardinal Wolsey being 
her most prominent efforts in this line. 
eVhile her Cardinal Wolsey was con- 
sidered in many ways a remarkable 
performance, her Romeo was probably 
more marvelous in its assumption of 
a susceptible delicate phase seldom 
happily portrayed by male actors. 

Warm-hearted and high-spirited, her 
sympathies were actively enlisted dur- 
ing the civil war, when she acted espe- 
clally for the support of the sanitary 
commission, to which she contributed 
over $8000. In this, as in many other 
instances, she showed the general 
trend of her noble life, striving under 
all circumstances, to quote her own 
simile, “to keep the prow always 
turned toward good.” 

After thirty-five years of successful 
acting, both in this country and in 
England, where she was accorded an 
unusually high position as an actress, 
she determined to devote the remain- 
der of her life to public readings. At 
the reading desk she confined herself 
chiefly to Shakespearian interpreta- 
tions, and found it afforded finer op- 
portunity for her subtile intellectual- 
ism. In her acting of Lady Macbeth 
James Murdoch declares that “she 
caught the facts of a character, but its 
conceits were beyond her reach. ... 
She was intensely prosaic, definitely 
practical, and hence her perfect iden- 
tity with what may be termetl the ma- 
terialism of Lady Macbeth.” William

making brighter the young lives of the 
unfortunates, filled the large room. 
The membefs of the society were 
enthusiastic, and most of all, business- 
like. There was no attempt to make 
any special display. The decerations 
consisted of a few vases of roses and 
a large American fiag, draped over 
the doorway. At the left of the pre- 
siding officer were seated the little 
tots whose misfortunes have sent them 
to the home for shelter. No one would 
have guessed from the smiling faces 
and happy expressions on the faces of 
the little ones, that each had iost 
father or mother, or both, and had be- 
come for a few years dependent on 
charity. 

Interspersed through the reports and 
speeches were songs by the children. 
Spontaneous bursts of music they 
seemed, and the young faces showed 
the pleasure experienced in being al- 
lowed to participate in the exercises. 
Six little tots from the kindergarten— 
four girls and two boys—sang a juv- 
enile selection, entitled, “Red, White 
and Blue,” that brought down § the 
house. The youngsters were but four 
or five years old, and were tastily at- 
tired.

After the election of officers and di- 
rectors, the ladies inapecetd the builld- 
ing. There are over twenty rooms. Dor- 
mitories for the kindergarten children, 
with long rows of little tron bedsteads, 
each bed fitted with a soft spring mat- 
tress and immaculate linen, faultlessly 
made up. There were other Gormitories 
for the older children, all fitted with 
iron bedsteads and kept orderly and 
neat. Two dining-rooms with rows of 
tables, and a large kitchen fitted with 
a big range, provide arrangements for 
feeding the children. When the be!! 
sounds the call for meals every at- 
tendant in the institution must go at 
once.to the dining-rooms to care for 
the little ones. 

“Early to bed and early to rise,” is 
also a maxim of the home. The young- 
est children retire at 5 o'clock. The 
older ones at 7:30 and 8 o'clock. The 
rising bell rings at 5 o'clock in the 
morning. Breakfast is at 7 o'clock, and 
school begins at 8:45. Various exercises 
employ the children during the day, 
and in the afternoon time is given for 
romping. 

The little girls have a room where 
they can keep their dolls and play- 
things. Each has a little shelf for her 
belongings. It is interesting to look 
among them and pick out. the embryo 
houeswives. One alcove is kept in strict 
order. The dolls are laid carefully side 
by side. The tea things are property 
set. There are little rugs on the floor, 
and smal! pictures placed against the 
wall. In other alcoves all is confuson. 
Dollis, ribbons. playthings are thrown 
in promiscuously.

from time to time. The home is open 
to visitors every day with the excep- 
tions of Saturday and Sunday. It is 
purely non-sectarian, although the 
fact that a Sunday-school is main- 
tained has given it the character of a 
Protestant institution. 

There is a Nbrary on the ground 
floor containing about 1200 juveriile 
books. A few paintings, the gift of 
Mrs. Lou Wheat, adorn the walis, and 
there are many smaller pictures be- 
sides. Many of these represent flow- 
ers and animals, and are of great as- 
sistance to the children in the study 
of nature. Then there are rooms where 
industrial studies are taught, tailoring 
to the boys, sewing to the girls, and 
cooking to both sexes. The children are 
also allowed to assist in the kitchen; 
in preparing the food and caring for 
the dishes. Last year the boys made 
ninety-six pairs of trousers and worked 
1125 button holes. The work was re- 
markably well done, and proved a use- 
ful as well as instructive, occupation. 
In tailoring thirty-nine boys were grad- 
vated and forty girls in sewing. 

The health of the children during the 
past year was very good. There were 
a great many cases of measles, five of 
diphtheria, and one case of typhoid 
fever. The old wooden building on the 
grounds that formerly served as a 
home for the organization is now ueed 
ae a hospital. There are two detached 
cottages. One is used for. school pur- 
poses and the other as a detention hos- 
pital for contagious diseases. There is 
a large staff of consulting physicians, 
to which Dr. Cc. E. Kuster was added 
yesterday. Dr Donald Frick was chosen 
as the acting physician of the institu- 
tion for the coming year 

There are always more boys tha 
girls in the home. This ie due to sev- 
eral causes. It is easier to find outside 
homes for the girls and then the Cath- 
olic Orphans Asylum on Boyle Heights 
takes most of the girl orphans of that 
faith. Boys are not admitted there 
and many of them drift into the Or- 
phans’ Home on Yale street.

Gen. Wheaton Clears Country 
of Rebels 


Expedition to Hashet—Soldier’s Sea- 


(A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The War 
Department has made public a report 
from Brig.-Gen. Lloyd Wheaton, con- 
cerning the operations of an expedi- 
tion led by him early in January into 
the ‘country stretching south from 
Manila to Lake Taal. . 

Lake Taal was reached on the 10th 
and several slight skirmishes occurred 

the northern and eastern shores. 

On the 16th Maj. W. H. Johnston with 
three companies of the Forty-sixth 
Infantry, was directed to make a re- 
cipal River which connects Lake Taal 
with the Gulf of Balayan. Maj. 
Johnston's command met the enemy 
at Lemery, 800 strong. wit four 
cannon and drove them across the 
river to Taal. On the 20th he was re- 
inforced by three companies sent from 
Ban by Col. Anderson, Thirty- 
eighth Infantry, and attacked and car- 
ried Taal, dispersing the insurgents 
and capturing their cannon. 

Col. t with a battalion of the 
Forty-fifth Infantry and a 
of the Eleventh Cavalry, was ordered 
on the Mth to clear the country 
around Lemery end he was e 
upon that duty when this report was 
forwarded. The whole province of 
Cavite, so the report states, is being 
thoroughly traversed various 
minor expeditions.

OUR CONTROL IS NECESSARY. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

MANILA, May ll, 11:20 p.m—({By 
Manila Cable.) Sefior Buenocamino, at 
one time a member of the so-called 
Filipino Republic Cabinet, who was re- 
cently liberated by Gen. Otis, announces 
that he has become reconciled to 
American sovereignty and that he will 
devote his influence to brifig about 
peace. He has sent a proposed peace 
piatform for the national Filipino party 
to the insurgent leaders in and 
to the insurgent generals, including 
Aguinaldo, in the field. 

He contends that American control 
is necessary to prevent civil strife. He 
recommends to the national Filipino 
party the adoption of a programme 
embodying the following features: 

“First—Recognition of the  gov- 
ereignty of the United States, cessation 
of hostilities and cotperation of the 
Filipinos in the prosecution of bandits 
who continue depredations in the name 
of independence. 

“Second—A request for a declaration 
by the United States government guar- 
nateeing to the Filipinos personal lib- 
erties and rights under Constitu- 
tion. 

“Third—A Filipino representative del- 
egation to present to, the American 
Congress and public the desire of the 
Filipinos ting political status. 

“ ourth—The application of a part 
of the public fun to the mainten- 
nance of hospitals for the sick and 
woundeed Filipino soldiers and for th» 
establishment of schools. 

“Fifth—The transfer of the insurgent 
funds to the American treasury. 

“Sixth—The establishment of a per- 
manent system of Filipino representa- 
tives to the civil commission. 

“Seventh—The exclusion of friars 
from the administration of the par- 
ishes.”’

COMPENSATION. 

It is improbable that a fina! vote wil! 
be had at the regular session of the 
City Council Monday. It is expected 
that some new features will be injected 
into the controversy which may still 
further delay the final action of the 
Council. One of the possible questions 
which may be presented is that of the 
desirability of advertising the pro- 
posed franchise for bids. . Another is 
that there be a demand made of the 
company for some financial remunera- 
tion to the city.

Judge Fitzgebald Sustains Defendant's 
Demurrer. 


The mandamus suit begun by Mrs. 
Clara M. Van Gorder and her newly- 
married husband against the city 
Board of Education for reinstatement 
as a teacher in the city schools, though 
married, and for the payment of her 
salary for time lost since she was 
wedded and discharged, came before 
Judge Fitzgerald yesterday. After an 
abundance of discussion and sugges- 
tion, the board's demurrer was sus- 
tained and the Van Gorder forces were 
given twenty days or more to amend 
their complaint and make a new start. 

Mrs. Van Gorder’s attorney is 
Avery, ., against whom is pitt 
Haas, who is guarding 
with a double-edged — = stand 
taken by the Board of Educa . 

After the complaint was read, wherein 
it was stated that Mrs. Van Gorder was 
discharged from her position as prin- 
cipal of the kindergarten at the Sev- 
enth-street school on February 21, after 
her marriage, and had been unable to 
draw her pay, although she is under 
contract with the. board to render 
services as a teacher, City Attorney 
Haas presented his demurrer to the 
pleadings. The point on which the de- 
murrer was sustained was to the effect 
that from the complaint it could not be 
ascertained whether Mrs. Van Gorder 
held her position by election or was 
employed by contractial appointment. 

Before the court gave his ruling, how- 
ever, Mr. Haas began discussing the 
Supreme Court opinion touching simi- 
lar cases, to show that they had no ap- 
plicability to the case at bar, in that 
Los Angeles does not issue what le 
known as “city certificates,” as do San 
Francisco and other large California 
cities, and In that the complaint falled 
to allege any contract. 

At this point the court interrupted to 
remark that it seemed to him that the 
complaint was defective, since. it did 
not show for what term Mrs. Van Gor- 
der was elected, if elected; or for what 
length of time appointed, if appotnted, 
and then asked Attorney Avery what 
he had to say on the issue. 

Mr. Avery maintained that the terms 
“election,” “appointment” and “em- 
ployment” were all the same to the 
Legislature, and that it was unneces- 
sary to set forth the contract. Had he 
set forth a contract, he said, as was 
also suggested by the City Attorney, 
mandamus would not have been his 
remedy in court, but rather breach of

THE INVESTIGATION. 
VISIT TO THE SCENE. 

The Little Rock Creek Irrigation Dis- 
trict. an organiaztion formed under 
What is known as the “Wright Act,” 
Hes about ten ‘miles castward of Palm- 
Gate and on the north side of the Sierra 
Madre range of mountains. In and 
about this district are situated the so- 
Tierra Bonita colonies, whose 
lands have been so much advertised 
and about which so many complaints 
have been heard concerning their sale 
and administration. A brief recogni- 
tion of the facts that led to the forma- 
tion of the @istrict is neces@ary to a 
fair understanding of the questions to 
be considered and it is given as fairly 
ani consecutively as the memory of 
the people living in the district would 
permit. 

In 1889 Nathan Cole, Jr., bought of 
Bent & Rowan sections 12, 13 and part 


‘ of 14. in township 5, range 11 west. 


About one year later Mr. Cole sold a 
one-third interest to H. G. Billings, and 
these gentiemen formed the Alpine 
Spr Land and Water Company, 
each iding an interest in portion 
to his lands. In 1892 the ttle Rock 
Creek Irrigation District was formed. 
and a contract made for the purchase 
of all the water rights of Little Rock 
Creek by the district, the Alpine 
Springs Company selling all its title to 
the district for $60,000 worth of bonds. 
In 1889 Nathan Cole, Jr., upon acquir- 
ing the rights of Bent & Rowan, began 
injunction proceedings against’ the 
Palmdale Irrigation Company to quiet 
title to the waters of Little Rock Creek. 
This case was not tried till 1893. Cole 
and his successors held riparian land 
u the creek. Riparian land up to 
ut 1895 was supposed to hold best 
rights according to the courts, but 
about that year it became a settled fact 
in irrigation States that appropriation 
law should govern as against riparian 
law. Judge Van Dyke, before whom 
the case was tried, denied the injunc- 
tion, leaving the district, as Cole's suc- 
cessor, without water rights. In 
preference to having the decision ap- 
peaied, with a possible reversal, the 
present owners of the Palmdale Com- 
y decided that a compromise was 

t, and therefore an agreement was 
ynnde about 1896 dividing the first 1200 
inches equally between the irrigation 
district and the Palmdale Company, 
the company taking all in excess of the 
1200 inches. At the time the Alpine 
Company sold to the Little Rock dis- 
trict, four years previous to the com- 
omise agreement, it was supposed 
All parties that the Alpine Com- 
pany'’s rights were good. The records 
show that previous to and up to 186 
there was a large stream of water 
flowing to Palmdale, six miles from the 
creck as late as the middie of June, 
but at no time since the year 1893 has 
there been a water supply sufficient 
to irrigate the famous section 6 or any 
outside land near the Little Rock dis- 
trict, and if the lands within the dis- 
trict had been sold at dry-land figures 
to the purchasers, who had to pay for 
their water rights through district 
taxation, the price of $60,000 for the 


water rights of the creek would not 
have been excessive. 
WATER SITUATION. 

The first issue of bonds by the Lit- 
tle Rock district was for $60,000. Soon 
another jssue was asked for and voted, 
of $70,000. The larger portion of these 
Dends were sold and Mr. Cole's com- 
pany taking $60,000. The balance was 
applied in constructing a submerged 
dam across iLttie Rock Creek, in bulld- 
ing &@ main ditch to the upper portion 
of the district, six miles of latera! 
ditches lined in “V" shape with stone, 
and about twenty miles of wooden “V" 
flume. An auxiliary system was also 
constructed to supply water for do- 
mestic use. This consists of a 350,00)- 
galion reservoir, and about six miles 
of so-called steel pipe. ranging from 
one to twelve inches in diameter. Little 
information could be secured as to the 
cost of the improvements, as there are 
but five or six men living in the dls- 
trict, and The Times representative 
was told by one of them that he had 
asked one of the directors to assis. 
in furnishing some of the papers for 
perusal, but the director did not ap-« 
pear, but on the contrary seemed to 
disappear. 

For the first four years after the 
Planting of trees began, or till 1897, 
there was plenty of water. Until about 
the first of July the flow held up to 
200 to 300 inches. gradually running 
down later in the season. General 
complaint was heard in the neighbor- 
hood that the Alpine Land and Water 
Company, after having sold to th? dis- 
trict all water rights, had permitted 
their authorized agents, Palmer & Cha- 
pin, to sell the lands within the district 
at exorbitant prices, when the lands 
without the water would not have been 
worth $10 an acre. The property own- 
ers had bonded their lands for $40 an 
acre, and investors were charged be- 
tween two and three hundred dollars 
an acre for land that was practically 
worthless before the bonds were voted 
te secure the water. This. they claim, 
was making the settlers pay three or 
four times fur the right to work out 
their own salvation growing almonds 
under an inadequate water supply, and 
thus affording an excessive profit to 
the Alpine Springs Company, as owners 
of the land, and another rake-off to 
Palmer & Chapin, as agents for the 
land—all of which was paid by the 
investors to the engineers of the scheme 
without proper equivaient. 

THAT COMPROMISE. 

If the statements of the investors are 
true, the Little Rock Creek Irrigation 
district has received only half the 
water rights contracted for, but as 
they were parties to the compromise 
with the Palmdale company they have 
no cause of complaint on that score. 
As an offset to this, however, the peo- 
ple claim that the affairs of the district 
were dominated by Palmer & Chapin, 
and the Alpine Land and Water Com- 
pany, leaving the few settlers upon the 
tract without influence and the non- 
resident owners without anything to 
say regarding the administration of 

The t k Creek  Irrigafion 
District js claimed in Palmer &@ 
Chapin’s circulars to be the only ir- 
rigation district under the Wright act 
im which everybody interested is 
in perfect accord and satisfied with 
the administration of the district. On 
this point, The Times representative 
saw 125 jnches of water running into 
the intake at the cafion ci and 
only a few inches reaching the trees 
at the lower end of the tract. 
balanee, certainly 75 or 106 inches, was 
going to waste through mud ditches 
and defective flumes. and the men in 
charge of the orchards were discussing 
ways and méans of patching up the 
conduit difficulties last Saturday, and 
finally deciding that they would have 
to quit irrigattme on the lower lands 
or lose the stream altogether. In- 
terest on the district bonds has been 
paid promptly until last July, when 
a portion of it defaulted, and interest 
due last January is still heavily in 
arrearage.

In 1893, Palmer & Chapin were ap- 
pointed sole agents for the sale of 
these lands. That firm at once began 
the issuance of a series of photo- 
gtaphic views and advertising circu- 
lars describing the beauties and ad- 
vantages of the Tierra Bonita lands.

One dis- 
interested party charged Palmer & 
Chapin with downright fraud in the 
publication, and results of this lit- 
erature, and cited the sibsequent sale 
of section 6 and of the south half of 
section 13, as evidence of premedi- 
tated fraud. A portion of the south 
half of section 13 lies below the main 
ditch, but a large portion is above 
the ditch and has no water right 
whatever to use district water, as it 
is completely outside the district. 
About 1897, Palmer filed on a spring 
about a mile south of section 13, and 
did some work developing the spring 
and laid a pipe line to the southwest 
corner of the section. This spring 
flowed about one hundred barrels a 
day of twenty-four hours, when it 
got thoroughly into action. Palmer 
received several hundred dollars from 
parties whose lands were above the 
ditch for “water rights’ from this 
epring, land that was sold above the 
ditch brought about the same price 
to Palmer & Chapin, as land below. 
They, in some instances, took money 
from purchasers of this dry land for 
water rights from the district. The 
year of their appointment, Palmer & 
Chapin bought 980 acres, on contract, 
from the Alpine Springs Company, in 
sections 12 and 13. In 1893, the pur- 
chasers sold this land to various east- 
ern parties at various prices. This 
land was sold on three years’ time, 
the Alpine Springs Company con- 
tracting to plant and care for the 
trees for three years, The work was 
well done. In 1894, Palmer & Chapin 
bought from the Alpine Springs Com- 
pany section 6, and started in to sell 
the land, and take care of it on their 


In September, they staked out the 
Tierra Bonita townsite, and sold lots 
in the “town” at all kinds of prices. 
In the prospectus of section 6 and the 
townsite, the following is quoted

THE ALMONDS. 
SOME ABANDONED ORCHARDS 


Of nearly 600 acres planted to al- 
monds in section 6, all but one or two 
small orchards have been abandoned, 
the trees at this writing being in a dy- 
ing condition. The maps delineating 
section 6 and the townsite show & pro- 
posed railway to connect with the 
Santa Fé, another running to Salt Lake 
City, and an irrigating ditch leading or 
misleading from Little Rock Creek 
arroyo,far below the present irrigated 
section. The people who purchased 
lands charge many other unsatisfac- 
tory transactions to Palmer & Chapin. 
A purchaser claims that he overpaid 
the firm nearly $300, and asked for the 
return of the money. His answer was 
an offer of four town lots, instead of 
the money. 

In November, 1897, H. G. Billings, who 
had been secretary and treasurer of the 
Alpine Springs Land and Water Com- 
pany. died. In the fall of 1898 the firm 
of Palmer & Chapin dissolved, and in 
the early part of 1899 Cole and Palmer 
bought the interests of Mrs. Billings 
in the Alpine Company, and took over 
the business of Palmer & ‘@apin. Since 
that time the company appears to have 
had its principal office in Chicago, 
though the circulars represent one of- 
fice located in the Henne building at 
Los Angeles. The circulars of 1899 
state that Palmer & Cole are the sole 
proprietors of the Alpine Company. 

DREAMS OF A DREAMER. 

A booklet was published under the 
new firm name in 1899, containing 110 
pages, and offering the land at the 
same prices, although the experience 
of the five preceding years had demon- 
strated that the water was not suffi- 
cient to irrigate the lands already sold. 
This booklet is pronounced by many of 
the investors to be absurd, and vision- 
ary. It assures investors in almond or- 
chards of an annual profit on the in- 
vestment of 205 per cent. per annum, 
or an average net annual yield per acre 
for sixteen years of $570.16 cents, and 
nonresidents leave everything te 
the ¢ompany care takers of the orchard 
& net income of 158 per cent. per an- 
num, almonds selling at 10 cents «a 
pound. The pamphiet sets forth that 
one man can perform all the labor on 
a forty to sixty-acre almond ranch,” 
and by the figures given clean up a 
little matter of $350,000 net in sixteen 
years’ work, with only his own hands.

It is of 
great depth, is unincumbered with 
boulders or stones of any kind and 
produces remarkable tree growth and 
alfalfa, when properly irrigated, 
There are few soils more friable in 
Southern California, nor lands in the 
State that have better climatic con- 
ditions for almonds and apples, were 
it not for occasional frosts that may 
destroy the former. At present, the 
orchards in this district, where thor- 
otighly irrigated, show remarkable 
thrift and entire freedom from insect 
pests, fungoids and diseases of every 
character, and with the exception of 
the red spider, the territory seems en- 
tirely free from insect or cellular in- | 
fection. A few of the pear trees show 
indications of blight, but there is a 
fine crop on many of the Bartlett 
trees. About two thousand acres are 
planted to trees, mostly of almonds, 
but largely of prunes. There are a few 
apricots, pears, apples, figs and cher- 
ries. Prunes are an entire failure and 
the culture of this fruit will probably 


While there are some of the thriftiest 
trees in the State on these lands, where 


In the 
production of almonds, the lands of 
Little Rock are unsurpassed, and ap- 
ples are grown of superior quality.

stand perfectly erect and firm through- 
out the entire colony, even where 
their vigor has been impaired through 
lack of water. It is not true that the 
natural conditions are adverse to 
profitable fruit growing, except in the 
way of drought and cold, from which 
very few districts are exempt in any 
portion of the State. Neither is the 
statement true that experience has 
shown that it is too cold to grow al- 
monds at Tierra Bonita, for almonds 
were raised last ar to the capacity 
of the water supply, and this year all 
the orchards which were properly irri- 
gated and cultivated have a fine crop. 
The water right is fair of ordinary 
years, and will cover successfully a 
large wy of the territory already 
planted. There is room for vast im- 
provement in the conservation and ap- 
plication of the water supplies, which 
the funds of the district do not seem 
able to meet. Assuming that the 
colony is to go on and work out its 
destiny under the “Wright act,”’ all ef- 
forts to spread the water already at 
hand over lands not now owned by 
actual orchard investors are reprehen- 
sible, in view of the fact that these 
people have been led into investments 
by what they claim to have been ex- 
travagant representations about almost 
everything but the soil and climate. 
SUMMED UP. 


In summing up this matter from the 
evidence, it appears that certain 
schemes have been visionary, and 
their projectors have been unable to 
work out details that might make some 
of their plans successful: that the ad- 
vertising literature sent out by Palmer 
& Chapin and by Palmer & Cole con- 
tained extravagant claims; that many 
investors, secured through roseate rep- 
resentations, are dissatisfied, and that 
the promoters are still engaged in the 
attempt to make further land sales at 
Tierra Bonita. 

On the other hand, there is merit 
in the lands of the colony; the plant- 
ing of orchards by the Alpine Com- 
pany and its agents, has been fairly 
done in the main, but im some cases 
impracticable methods ‘were adopted 
to produce orchards and certain de- 
mands have been made upon in- 
vestors for supplementa! work that was
